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SELECT MENS NARKATIVE 

During 1940 many rapid changes have taken plece over the entire 
world which will cause repercussions even in our small community. 

The country is for’'eall practical purposes on 4 war footing. Our 
incomes are being taxed, our food is taxed, our transyortation is tax- 
ed, and where it will end, no one knows. We have been able, during the 
past year, to employ our people on town work, and now we are starting 
to reap the benefits of our efforts. Only a few days ago the head of a 
family, who has been on relief for the past five years, secured his 
first real job and came to the office to tell us that he was on his 
own. That man did not want relief, but he did want a job. Many of our 
friends on relief are unemployable or i11; so in only a few cases will 
the wer? bonelit) our) relief rors. However, it has afforded a chance 
for real employment for any man who is willing to work, and our citi- 
zens have takcn every advantage of new cmployment. It is for this rea- 
son that the Polls, on March 3, will be kept open’ until six in the eve- 
ning, so that our voters, who work out of town, may have the privilege 
of voting without losing any time. As we told you last year, we have 
tried to secure an industry for the town; but with the limited time at 
our disposal and with no funds with which to work,this has been an up- 
hill job and so far we have failed you in this endeavor.. One of our 
citizens is now investigating a unit of a mill which might be desira- 
ble to have in the town. The weaving class is still fungtisning ea 
we understand that the ladies are starting to realize 4) prepa 
their investment. 

In view of the better employment situation and the many unfore- 
seen taxes we must pay in the future, we think it advisable to gscruti= 
nize every special appropriation asked for to be sure it is really 
Meeced before we jassege ourgelves. to pay for. it. 

The local tax burden has been increasing for many years and has 
arrived at a figure which, in spite of every economy we can manage, 
many cannot pay. This year the tax rate should be lowered and. can be 
lowered if we do not grant every special appropriation asked for. 

If we are to attract yeer-round residents to our town, we must 
prove to them that our tex is reasonable for what they receive. If it 
is not reasonable, they will build in another town and our merchants 
and tradesmen will lose that much business, . . 

If you will turn to page 36,you will see at a glance what we mean. 
You will see that unpaid taxes almost equal ovr town dobt. There is 
no law which allows a tex collector to knock a man down and take hig 
money,and the only recourse that we have is through the statutes which 
is a slow procedure and a very exact one. Possibly you say, why not 
take possession of this property and sell it. This can be done in a 
number of cascs, but would you do it to old people who have lived hon- 
¢st lives and paid their bills as long as able? You would not. In 
Spite of extraordinery effort put forward by your collcctor, there is 
now about $14,000 unpaid 1940 taxos, 

The coming year should show many ,unpaid taxcs of long standing 
cleaned up,and therefor improve our future. We have found it necessary 
to start suit for taxcs in a fow. cascs, a

For some time a Mane 
ual Training course has been offered to the boys but there hes been no 
balaneing course of Domestic arts for the girls. A large percentage of 
*thé girls in our high school will marry in due time and have charge of 
their own homes, lt is important that they should have some instruc- 
tion in cooking, sewing, and general care of the home. Now we have no 
place in the village school in which a course in Domestic Arts could 
be maintained. I hope the voters will keep in mind this need in the 
education of their children and when the finencial condition of the 
Hcown permits plan the erection of a suitable high school building of 
which they may all be proud. 
May I express my thanks to the teachers, to the members of «the 
school committec, and to all citizens who have helped in carrying on 
the imoortant work of educating our children.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. John S. Carver February 6, 1941 
Superintendent of Schools 


Dear Mr, Carver: 


| ft am pleased to submit my fifth annual report as Principal of 

' Kennebunkport High School. 
.iIn this report I shall try not to repeat in detail many of the 
things that have been discussed and recommended in my previous reports. 
I do, however, want to urge that due consideration be given when our 
town is in a position to provide a more modern school building. We can 
MOUs forever afford to take the position that a building . which was 
adequate two generations ago is going to be adequate always, for it 
requires more room and quite different facilities to sponsor the many 
activities expected to be conductéd in a modern class A high school 
than it did even a few years ago. 

While we appreciate the many fine things done for our young peo- 
pie I will not enumerate them all for it is probably more definitely my 
duty to call attention to some of our needs,all of which might well be 
met if a modern building could be provided. Our main room, seating but 
50, is too small and not suitable as a social auditorium. Our science 
laboratory is not large enough to properly accomodate one-third of the 
number we try to serve, We are without a single spare room in which 
Special speakers may interview or speak to small groups without inter- 
rupting a regular class. Our ventilation, toilet and lighting systems 
cannot be made what they should be in this building without making too 
great an expenditure. Then too, our gymnasium is inadequate and unsate 
isfactory if we are to properly consider the health and welfare of the 
many young people who are getting part of their training and guidance 
through a physical education program. 

F; We have been making a special effort this year to encourage our 
students to spend more of the time they have outside of school in the 
preparation of their regular school studies. We have tried to show 
them how very much such additional effort may mean to them when they 
desire to find employment or attempt to enter some other institution, 
to say nothing of the lasting benefits to be derived from the habit of 
being busy. In order to further vocational guidance in our school, we 
have recently made arrangements with the Science Research Associates 
for-the use of their Occupational Information System. We will thus be 
able to provide complete answers to practically all employment ques- 
tions which students may raise and we expect to be able to better 
guide all students in the solving of their most important oroblem-- 
that of choosing and preparing for their life work. 

Our school has again established a creditable record in all of 
its interscholastic activities during the past year. ‘we feel that we 
have reason to be especially proud of the splendid record our girls! 

basketball team had made in extending its undefeated series of games 
to what is now thirty-three straight, the last fourteen victories have 
ing been added this year. ‘Such a record, we feel, is not made without 

the developing of many excellent qualities and habits, and it is our 
hope and belief that some of the conscientious effort and fine spirit 
that have made the above record possible are being and will continue

Proposed Zoning Ordinance 

An ordinance regulating and restricting location,construction and 
use of buildings and the use of premises in the Goose Kocks Beach sec- 
tion of the Town of Kennebunkport. 

Be it ordained by the Town of Kennebunkport, as follows: 

This ordinance shall affect that portion of the Town of Kennebunk- 
port contained within the following boundaries: Commencing at mean 
high water mark on the Beach at the Batson's River on the South, ex- 
tending therefrom along said’mean high water, mark to the Little River 
at the North end of the Beach, extending Westerly from the said bounds 
to Route #9 which runs directly between Cape Porpoise and Fortune's 
Rocks. 

Within the foregoing portion of the Town of Kennebunkport no 
buildings or premises shall be used and no building shall be hereafter 
erected or structurally altered except for the following uses: 

1. One-family dwellings, two-family dwellings,multiple dwellings. 

2. Boarding houses, lodging houses, but not overnight cabins so- 
called,hotels not involving the conduct of any business other than for 
the sole convenience of the guests thereof. 

3. Accessory uses, customarily incident to any of the above uses 
including a private garage, except any accessory use which by reason 
of the appearance of the building or premises, or the emission of odor, 
smoke, dust, or noise is detrimental to the residential character of 
the neighborhood; provided that in no event shall commercial advertise 
ing signs be permitted as accessory uses except signs appertaining 
only for the lease, hire or sale of the premises or building oripans 
thereof and provided further that the total area of such signs shale 
not exceed twelve (12) square feet. 

Any person or persons, firm or corporation owning or having con- 
trol of any building or premises, or part thereof, who violates any of 
the provisions of this ordinance,or who fails to conform to any of the 
provisions thereof, or other persons who shall assist in the violation 
of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than five ($5) dollars nor more than 
fifty (50) dollars. Rach day such violation or failure to comply it 
continues after notification thereof shall constitute a soparate of- 
fense. 

This ordinance may be amended and its regulations, boundaries’ and 
classifications changed by an affirmative vote of a majority of the e- 
lectors of the town voting by written or printed ballot et a regular 
or special town mecting legally warned, callcd and conducted, provided 
that the statutory provisions pertaining to public hearings and to the 
form of submitting the question to the voters are fully complied with. 

Should any section, or part thcrcof,of this ordinance be declared | 
by the courts to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of | 
the ordinance as a whole or any part thercof, other than the part so 
aécclarcd to. ne (invalid.
